Such 
antiquing has been done on a small scale over the 
years. But with the do-it-yourself movement, the 
idea has gained impetus. Literally thousands of 
homemakers are redoing odd pieces in lieu of 
buying new ones. It takes a special sort of know 
how to be able to offer advice for this work. Here 
are the simple steps in antiquing that can make 
your staff experts. They will guarantee bette) 


initial selling, and insure follow up sales late: 


lf furniture is painted, start by removing 
yloas, wax, and dirt with a chemical surface 
preparation. Sand all rough spots on the tacky 
surface with fine sandpaper or steel wool. If the 
finish is in poor condition, use paint remover to 


yet down to bare wood 


if furniture has a dark-stained finish to bi 
done in a white tone, eliminate possibility of 
bleeding by removing old finish with paint re 
mover. When paint is off, rinse with naptha solu 


tion, then bleach it to original color 


On clean, dry surface, apply your choice of 
white or pastel colored dull gloss enamel. Cover 
evenly with a soft brush. Let dry overnight if 
first coat is not uniform enough, apply second 


coat. Allow 24 hours between coats 


You are ready to antique. This is the term 





used to define shading which simulates a de- 
sirable time-worn quality. Depending on the 
tone you wish, use either an oil stain, or burnt 
umber. Oil stain should be mixed in a saucer 
If using burnt umber, mix one part umber in oil 
to two parts hard gioss varnish and three parts 
turpentine. Use soft bristle 1% in. brush. Keep 


a lint-free cotton cloth or cheesecloth handy 


Do one section or panel at a time. Brush stain 
or umber on edges of panel, leaving center clean 
Give it a few minutes to set, then wipe lightly 
across the stain toward center of panel with you! 
cloth. Let the tone fade out evenly, gradually 
There should be a blending from edges to center 
of panel, from dark to light If you have never 
antiqued before, a little practice on old lumber 
is recommended. Imitate wear along edges, 
knobs, and corners, etc., by wiping those por 
tions clean of stain or umber 


Lt piece dry overnight in dust-free area if 
a high gioss finish is needed, use a hard, high 
yioss such as bar top varnish. Apply very care 
fully to eliminate brush marks. When fully dry, 
sand with finest grain sandpaper and wipe lightly 


with tac ray before yiving second coat 


This may be repeated for a third coat where 
an extremely professional! finish is desired. Han 
die varnish lightly, as shaking or stirring will 


cause bubbles to mar the finish coat
